WHOLESALE DESTRUCTION 
oF Fisn.—A short time ago 
we announced the breaking 
of the temporary bridge at 
Commins Coch, the submerg- 
ing of the engine, and the . 
death of the driver, Henry 
Clough. Upon the present 
occasion we have to report 
the fall of what was in- 
tended to be the permanent 
structure, which took place 
on Wednesday last by a brick 
arch giving way, being com- 
pletely broken down by the 
weight of soil which had been 
placed upon it. The loss to 
the contractor is estimated at 
£500, besides the delay which 
it involves the opening of the 
line. But the story is as yet 
but half told. To the finny 
tribes inhabiting the Dovey 
the consequence of the fall 
has been terrific. The vast 
quantity of lime which was 
used in the structure has been 
the death of thousands of fish, 
and lots of salmon, sewing, 
and trout have been destroyed. 
A fisherman reports that tons

YORK RACES. 
TUESDAY. 

Visrrors from the metropolis to York could not have anticipated the wel- 
Come of such brilliant weather upon the Knavesmire. The ground is in 
splendid order, and the jockeys who galloped over it in the morning appeared 
delighted with the excellence of the “going,” a result mainly to be attributed 
to the perfect draining of the entire course, 50 different to many former wet 
Seasons, when boys have frequently bathed in the swamps during the racing. 
The programme of the two remaining days gives promise of abundant sport; 
and, indeed, the suggestion has been continually urged by the press that a 
fourth day should be added. There was a large concourse of spectators pre- 
sent to-day, tempted by the prospects of great racing. Conspicuous among 
the aristocracy was Lord Derby, who appeared to enjoy the sport keenly 
after the labours of the session. Some sales of blood stock in the morning 
supplied some of the loungers with employment; but only a few brood 
mares found purchasers. No betting of any description came under our 
observation, either upon the Ebor Handicap or St. Leger, and, indeed, 
speculators generally pronounced “operations” to be at a dead lock. 
The uncertainty surrounding Ivanhofi’s running for the Great Ebor 
was @ topic of conversation on all sides, and it transpired that the original nom- 
inator is in default for bets, and, according to a rule adopted at York, Ascot, 

and Goodwood, no horse can run if his creditors’ object. Ivanhoff was pur- 

chased by Mr. R. Blenkinsop, and the position of the nominator in respect of 
betting transactions is the cause of the horse’s retrogression in the market. 

The list of sport for to-day, including as it did the Yorkshire Oaks, the Convi- 

vial, and the Biennial, produced some most interesting racing. In the York- 

shire Oaks the famous fillies, Feu de Joie and Imperatrice, who were first and 
second at Epsom, came out at York to fight their battles o’er again. Mr. Nay- 
lor’s filly had to carry 7lb extra, for her previous success, and Imperatrice, 31b ; 
and the fact of the latter getting the best of the weights and having run very 
well at Goodwood, caused her to be backed at half the price taken about her 
former victrix, Feu de Joie. The result proved that the Oaks was not the 

“fluke ” so often asserted, as the winner beat Imperatrice and the rest even 

easier than at Epsom, though conceding weight tothem all. The Conviyial 

Stakes created a sensation, as the Derby crack—Blue Mantle, King of Utopia, 

Livingstone, Zapateado, and other well-known youngsters—were beaten after 

a brilliant race by Tornado, who owed her success entirely to the dashing 

riding of Fordham, The filly, who is own sister to Hurricane, is the property 
of Mr. Ten Broeck, and is engaged inthe Oaks noxt year. Subjoined are

SHOOTING. 


THE MOORS ON THE TWELFTH. 


On Tuesday the 12th of August, grouse shooting commiencea on the 
various moors. There was much complaining as to the sport in the northern 
districts, and although grouse were very plentiful on some of the moors, there 
was 4 scarcity on others. This year the birds, chiefly owing to the recent 
winds and wet weather, seemed to pack themselves more closely together, and 
Were very strong on the wing. Compared with former years many sportsmen 
Were disappointed at the smallness of their bags, and generally speaking 
Seemed much inclined to attribute the reason to the scarcity of the birds. 
One of the principal game dealers in this town, who in previous years has ex- 
perienced but little difficulty in purchasing some 200 brace of birds on the 
opening day, has this year been put to much inconvenience in obtaining 
seventy brace. None, however, could be bought under lls, and 12s. per 
brace, and in some cases the prices paid were 14s. per brace. On Cadman’s 
Moors Mr. Jonathan Rhodes bagged 16} brace, Mr. Henry Rangeley 16 brace, 
Mr. John Willets 16 brace, and Mr. Machin, of Wardsend, 16 brace. Strindes 
Moors: Mr. Thomas Vickers, Tapton Hall, 15 brace, and Mr. Robert Sorby, 
Park Grange, 15 brace. Moscar Moors: Mr. Trickett, 10 brace, and Mr. Ed- 
ward Gray, St. Philip’s Works, 9 brace. On Bradfield, Agden, and other moors 
in the neighbourhood of Sheffield, it is said that, comparatively speaking, tbe 
guns made but small bags. 

On the greater part of the moors of Perthshire the season opened under 
pretty favourable circumstances. Immediately after daybreak a dense f og 
enveloped the hills, which was followed by a drizzling rain for several hours, 
and the day throughout was dull and gloomy. On the moors of Grandtully, 
Glenquaich, Corriemuckloch, Logiealmond, Auchnafree, Fendoch, Cannachan, 
Glenturret, Glenalmond, Lawers, Auchlyne, Suie, and most of the shooting 
grounds of Breadalbane and Athole, large numbers of sportsmen were out, 
and during the forenoon the almost incessant discharging of guns made hill 
and dale reverberate. The whole of the sportsmen were pretty successful. 
The hinds are plentiful on all the moors, and the young broods on Monzie and 
other hills are in as good condition and as large in size as they were on the 
twelfth of August last year. The shooting on Drummond Castle, Lochearnside, 
Curryower, and Glenartney, will not open for a few days, but all the a@counts 
of gamekeepers represent both old and young grouse as plentiful and in fine 
condition. In all the well-sheltered preserves pheasants are numerous, and 
the young broods are improving fast. In the forests of Glenartney and Tur- 
lem deer are abundant, and in all the woods of Strathearn, especially roe-deer 
and their fawns, are swarming; while the rich and abundant state of the 
pasture has made the animals to be wild, strong, and healthy. 

THE CUMBERLAND Moors.—Sportsmen on the Cumberland moors, on and 
.Since the 12th, have had laborious rambles, and have returned home with very 
light bags. As a proof of the great scarcity of grouse, we may state the 
remarkable fact that there was not a single head of game exposed for sale 
in this city by any of the dealers on the 12th. On Wednesday one of the prin- 
cipal dealers had only received 6 brace, instead of his customary 50 or 60 brace, 
and Thursday only added about four brace to his list of arrivals. The Netherby 
estate has usually furnished a large supply, but this year not a single bird has 
been seen from that locality. The result was that grouse were quoted at 8s. or 9s. 
a brace. From the Castlecarrock moors we hear that “ the birds were nearly 
all drowned.” On the 12th one or two gentlemen only bagged half a dozen 
brace, while some other sportsmen on the same fell only shot a brace and a 
half; and Mr. Marshall, M.P., and party, mustering six guns, succeeded in 
killing 88 brace before lunch time on Lord Carlisle’s manors and Paddaburn. 
These are all the exploits by “flood and fell” of which we have received 
reports. As to prospects, we fear the account of deserted moors is still more 
beggarly. There are very few black game, many old hens having been seen 
Without a single young one following. * Partridges will also be scarce, broods 
only numbering some three or four strong; and in some instances we hear of 
ser jdt sitting. Sportsmen have, therefore, gloomy prospects in this

_A Vereran SrortsMAN.—George Oshaldeston, 4 gentleman of wide reputa- 
tion in the sporting world, is the son of a Yorkshire squire, Mr. Osbaldeston, 
of Hutton Bushel, near Scarborough. He was born in December 26, 1787, and 
Was educated at Eton and Brasenose College, Oxford, where he was more dis- 
tinguished in the hunting field than in ‘‘ The Schools.” He hunted successively 
the Lincolnshire (Lord Monson’s), the Pytchley Hounds, the Quorn, &., and 
in the capacity of 2 master of hounds none stood higher. He brought his 
name rather prominently before the world in 1831, by fighting a duel with the 
late Lord G. Bentinck, and shortly afterwards by winning a match for £1,000 
a side, in which he engaged to ride two hundred miles in ten hours. He 
was also well known in cricketing and in racing circles, He satin Parlia- 
ment as M.P. for Retford for some years previous to the passing of the Reform 
Bill.

There being no alternative whatever, a move 
was made, and, the steam being again on, the vessel speedily conveyed us to 
another shore, with more success, despite the swampy nature of the ground 
Over which we had to travel. 

Jem Dillon and Job Cobley very ably seconded Dawes, and Barnash and 
Jem Hill did all they knew for the nutty young gentleman. Dawes sported 
the old blue bird’s-eye fogle, while his opponent displayed as his flag a white- 
ground kerchief with a variegated Magenta border. Dawes was the favourite 
at 5and 6 to 4. There was a great display of parties—the opposition sides 
affording some slight contrast to the Irish faction tight depicted at the Lyceum.

: THE FIGHT. 

Round 1—Evans stood slightly over his opponent, but the advantage did not 
appear to be a very material one.

Afer a good deal 
of empty sparring, and trying to get at each other’s correct measure, Nutts 
dashed out with his left, which dropped slightly on the jaw, and he repeated 
the dose with his dexter hand before Dawes had time to avoid the visitation. 
Nothing daunted, however, the latter poised himself, and got home with a 
flush hit on the frontispiece, and delivered with his right a swinging cut on 
the left ear of Nutts, which looked as red as a pickled cabbage. Nutts was 
determined to force the fighting, and would not be denied by repeated stop- 
pages. He played mischievously with his left, and got cleverly and stingingly 
home on the mouth, from which issued a stream of the Chateau Margaauz, 
proclaiming “first blood” for Evans. This style of procedure, evidently riled 
Dawes, for he unflinchingly stuck to business, and some brisk in-fighting fol- 
lowed to a close, when Dawes eventually got foiled in the throw. 

Round 2-—-Dawes again swung his right twice with terrific foree on Evans's 
left listener, which began already to pulf and swell, and Nutts then succeeded 
in stopping the game a bit by a well-directed body blow. The Drury-lane hero 
retaliated by a fair straight-shouldered compliment on the pattering case, which 
drove the nutty customer back several steps, and induced a far greater degree 
of caution. It was clear they were evidently getting well into their work, and 
Nutts was fighting very dashingly for the satisfaction of a strong party of the 
Bedfordbury division. After several rapid exchanges at this point, Dawes 
dropped backwards somewhat suspiciously, and it was said that his left hand 
was what in fistic parlance is termed nearly “ up.’ 

Round 3—Both came up readily to the call of time, and immediately closed 
for in-fighting.

Both displayed a commendable degree of caution, and sparred for wind.

tired of the two from his previous fast fighting in the lead. At length Dawes 
broke right through his adversary’s guard, and landed a clinker on the ivories, 
and likewise a hopeful one on the right daylight, at the same time jumping 
Cleverly back to avoid an evidently intended lunge on the part of Nutts. 

awes danced round a little, and likewise invested one on the mark. Then 
Bucceeded some dashing exchanges, although several blows were clearly wild 
and did not tell with any depressing effect. In the end Dawes got the pull, 
and succeeded in throwing his man, but the crook was not given in anything 
like high-class wrestling form. 
_ Round 5— Dawes, all alive, endeavoured to maintain the lead he had 
Just got, and broke in with his left. Nutts stopped it prettily, and as Nutts 
tried to invest, Tom retreated on all sides, and in this wild scrambling fasbion 
they ran all over the ring, Jemmy following ina bustling manner, and after 
One or two slight hits on either side on the caput, Dawes fell. 

Round 6—Tom, still first to work, planting his left on the chest again, and 
breaking away. Some rare spanking hits were then delivered on both sides— 
Jemmy being very resolute in following up his man, and keeping him at work. 
In the end Dawes fell, and his left hand now began rapidly to swell. This 
Caused him to use due caution, and proceed with policy, for although he oc- 
Casionaily got home with it, yet he was totally incapable of inflicting much 
punishment with that member. 

Round 7—-Both got much slower, and there was more sparring for wind: 
After a brief lapse of time and every possible encouragement from their par- 
tizans, the belligerents got closer to each other, and-when within the given 
distance Dawes let fly his right, which was rather low and short on the body, 
and told no tales. There then succeeded some terrific slogging on both sides, 
in which Nutts’ nasal organ was sadly punished, and the red tide of life again 
flowed very freely. . It was then all give-and-take work to a close, the result 
of which was that Dawes fell at the middle rope in order to escape further 
Bubsiantial expressions of Jemmy’s handiwork. 

Round 8—One of the gamest bouts in the fight. No sooner had the pair 
Bcratched than they were at it like troopers. Dawes opened the ball with a 
left-hander, but it evidently hurt to meddle with that mawley; and stepping 
warily on one side he missed a sling from Nutts’, Counter-hitting, followed 
by arally. To work again, and they fought right and left toa close all over 
the ring. Both were down in the long run, amidst the cheers of both sides, 
and there being still a great diversity of opinion as to who had had tho best of 
it. Even up to this point it would have puzzled any one to accurately define 
the result. 

Round 9—Urged on by-his seconds, the Bedfordbury representative banged 
out right and left; but his opponent was shifty, in order to avoid such like 
demonstrations, and they passed over, like the idle wind, without mischief. 
Still Evans bored into his man, taking no denial, and rushing after him, first 
on one side and then the other. Of course this could not be practised without 
Qn occasional clashing of blows; and they came, the exchanges rapid and 
rough in character. Nutty would not be denied, and delivered left and right 
on the canister—the former hit being the straightest of the two, and lighting 
on the visual department. In the close Dawes fell back, and did a little acrobat 
business by turning his feet up in the air. 

Round 10—This was a very short round, the exchanges being few and unim- 
portant, till Dawes fell in similar manner as in the last case, 

Round 11—Dawes was the first to show ahead this time. He tried to deliver 
the left, but was stopped; the right, however, followed, and he got home with 

it on the jowl quick and effectively. Evans was, nevertheless, equally enthu- 
Siastic, and brought in a stinger on the mouthpiece again, which soon showed 
more blood. Ding-dong exchanges, till Dawes fell backwards on the ropes— 
and Nutts wanted even then to get at him. 

Round 12—Dawes reviving and turning the tide in his favour. He shot out 
his left on the masticators, and drew gushes of the crimson fluid, making Nutts

about an hour to a round to start with, and are not much punished after a

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reel again. Indeed, the deliveries were all to his advantage, as he punched 
Master Nutts to his heart’s content, until Jemmy slipped on both knees, and 
thus the round ended—the latter being evidently the more exhausted of the 
two. 

Round 13—The exchanges were fast and furious, and the blood flowing freely 
from Jemmy’s nasal organ and Tom's kissing trap. They kept dashing in 
Tight and left—many missing on both sides, as they were both wild and 
scrambling. The issue of this meeting was, that Nutts fell to mother earth some- 
what exhausted. In fact, he was unquestionably weak, and the facial region 
was beginhing to look anything but the result of peaceful proceedings. 

Round 14—Both considerably slower at the callof time. Dawes forced the 
fighting, and kept propping his man with the left in the face, and cutting his 
left cheek. He swung his right, too, stingingly on the mouth of Nutts, which 
once more bled profusely. There was no retaliation, for Dawes followed out 
his private instructions to the very letter, and shifted and twirled about, to the 
great mortification of poor Nutts, who was frequently out of all distance when 
he wanted to return. In the end, when Tom had succeeded in doing what he 
wanted, to the evident annoyance of his adversary, he got down to the green- 
sward with muchfacility. : 

Round 15—Nutts stabbed his adversary powerfully on the speaker with his 
left, while Dawes returned with his right direct on the old sore of the left 
cheek, and more of the ruby came. The hitting was followed by more true 
and heavy investments than had been noticed for a few minutes preceding. 
It was all actually fighting, both raging for superiority, and gamely getting 
to a close, when both fell side by side. , 2 

Round 16—Nutts received heavily on the left eye, and it began to close 
rapidly; his left eye and nose were both sadly disfigured, and he was 
evidently groggy from his opponent’s handiwork. Observing his distressed 
condition, Dawes was instructed to keep his man at work and did so strictly— 
dropping in left and right with occasional severity on the phisog and_body, 
amidst offers of greater odds on his eventual success. In the end, Dawes 
was undermost. 3 

Round 17—Nutts crept in with his left on the body, and repeated it—indeed, 
despite his condition, he would not be restrained, and the consequence was, 
he was sometimes met with some most severe punishment as he kept wildly 
rushing on to hisman. The other was all shiftiness, but when Evans had got 
his man at the ropesit was alla bit of hard hitting, until Dawes got down so 
suspiciously, that Jem Hill, Nutts’ second, had to complain, Thirty-seven 
minutes had now elapsed.

HEENAN AND Morrissey Factions.—TrRovuBLE Brewine.—There was quite an 
excitement created around Houston and Mercer-streets, on Saturday night and 
Sunday morning, and at one time it seemed as though there was to bea 
general engagement and free fight between tho friends respectively of John 
Morrissey and John ©. Heenan. It is well known that the two Johns do not 
like each other pretty well, and their adherents “ follow suit ;’’ so that there is 
a good deal of bad feeling existing between the parties, and hard looks and 
hard words are almost sure to be exchanged when they meet or pass each 
other. On Sunday morning, according to the Herald's account, some of the 
men of both parties met on the corner of West Houston and Mercer-streets, 
when the Morrissey crowd began to call the votaries of Heenan hard names, 
which the latter responded to in strong epithets. A general melee was immi- 
nent, but a squad of Eighth-ward policemen drove the belligerents away. 
Then the opposing parties resumed the proceedings by honouring one another 
with high-sounding titles of a peculiar character, in the meantime drinking 
with remarkable effect upon their individuality. The host, after many vain 
attempts to clear his saloon, at last succeeded, and the factions adjourned to 
the sidewalk, when Carsey approached the well-known pugilist, John Woods, 
of Boston, who was with Heenan’s friends. Woods replied that Carsey was a 
stranger to him, but he could not let such an insult pass without resenting it, 
and accordingly he marched boldly into the Morrissey crowd, seized Carsey, 
and there would have been a fight then and there had not Woods’ friends, 
headed by Joe Coburn, succeeded in effecting a stay of proceedings. Several 
blows passed between the parties notwithstanding. Again the police, 
headed by a sergeant, made their appearance, and threatened to incarce- 
rate the entire ‘‘caboodle” if they did not at once disperse. The Mor- 
rissey party left, the police disappeared, and the Heenanians took up a 
line of march for the Morrissey men, who were awaiting an attack near Fire- 
men’s Hall. Coming together again, challenges to fight with knives and pistols 
were freely offered by the Moré#ssey crowd, and declined by the friends-of the 
“Benicia Boy,” who, in turn, offered to settle the difficulty in a rough trial of 
physical strength. This was no sooner said than the Heenanians advanced 
upon the Morrisseyites, and a fearful fight must have ensued only for the 
police, who came rushing down the street, armed with clubs and pistols, and 
driving right into the crowd, which by this time was considerably augmented, 
and again threatened to arrest somebody. They succeeded in dispersing the 
mob shortly after daylight.—New York Clipper, Aug. 9. j 

DeatH oF Con Quinn.—By a letter dated Camp, near Fredericksburg, Va., 
July 29, signed Michael Regan (Dublin Mike), we are informed of the death of 
Con Quinn, well known as a pugilist both in this country and in England. The 
writer of this letter states that Quinn was killed at the battle of Fair Oaks, near 
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Richmond, whilst fighting for the Union cause. He was shot through the 
head, and died almost instantly. He served in the 1st Long Island Volunteers. 
We presume the news is correct, although we have no other information on 
the subject than that contained in this letter, Con Quinn, we believe, hailed 
from Glasgow, and was of the feather weight division when he first entered 
the ring, his first appearance in a prize contest being with Schofield, Dec. 28, 
1852; Schofield gouged his antagonist, and in consequence the battle was 
decided in favour of Quinn; he was beaten by Jemmy Norton, July 3, 1855, 
after fighting 66 rounds in two hours; he defeated Owen Owens, Aug. 7, 1855, 
in one hour; was to have fought Jemmy Madden, Jan. 1, 1856, but Quinn did 
not scale, and Madden received the forfeit of £25. Like many others Quinn 
had a longing to visit the New World; he came, saw, and took up arms in 
defence of the stars and stripes, which had afforded him protection; and, like 
Pin wana hero, gave up his life on the field of battle.-—New York Clipper,

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SHE “TIMES” ACCOUNT OF THE FIGHT FOR 
THE INTERNATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Twis world-famed report being so difficult to procure, and so few 
having met with the wonderful piece of descriptive writing the 
“Thunderer ” went out of its way to produce on this occasion, we 
take the present admirable opportunity of reproducing it for the 
benefit of our readers:— 


Time was when the Championship of England was an office which conferred 
honour on the highest, when ‘‘Marmion, Lord of Scrivelhaye, of Tamworth 
tower an town,” held a grant of the lands of the Abbey of Polesworth, on 
condition of doing battle in single combat against all knightly enemies of his 
King. The fashion of this office, however, has passed away with the days of 
chivalry, and lance and battle-axe have been laid aside to become mere things 
of show, and no more used by men. The Dymocks are still extant, but the 
modern Champions of England know them not, and the pageant warrior who 
threw down the gauntlet to some hundred ladies and gentlemen in Court 
dress at a coronation has been succeeded by # race of brawny and muscular 
fellows, men who ‘mean fighting, and nothing but it,” and who vie with the 
athlete of old in theirrigidity of training and immense powers of endurance. 
At first there was no lack of royal patronage for the new race of champions. 
In Broughton’s last prize fight he was backed by the Duke of Cumberland, 
who almost acted as his second, and few great battles took place at which one 
or more of the sons of George III. were not present. Sir Thomas Apreece 
nearly always seconded Gully, until that champion retired from the ring, and 
having realised a large fortune, sat in the House of Commons a8 member for 
Pontefract. In those days a noted bruiser was thought good company for any 
man, and we hear almost without surprise, how, 40 years ago, Lord Camelford 
“ assisted” Belcher when he fought Bourke in the churchyard of St. George's, 
Hanover-square, in the presence of some 10,000 spectators. Those were the 
“ good old days,” the “‘palmy days” of the ring, about which the sporting 
journals are always so pathetic as having gone by—we are glad to say, never 
to return. He would bea bold peer indeed who would have seconded Sayers 
yesterday as Lord Deerhurst used to second Spring; and what would be said 
now of a cathedral town offering, as of old, £500 to the combatants to beat 
themselves almost to death within its reverend precincts? The new Police Act 
has been the death of pugilism. Its greatest professors now lead a hole-and- 
corner life while training, or issue forth their challenges in mysterious terms. 
From this rapid downfall it has been just now for a time arrested by the first 
attempt to carry off the Champion's belt into another country— and, of course, 
that country was America. There is no disguising the fact that this challenge 
has led to an amount of attention being bestowed upon the prize ring which it 
has never received before; and, much as all decent people disliked the idea of 
two fine men meeting to beat each other half to death, it was nevertheless 
devoutedly wished that, as somebody was to be beaten, it might be the Ame- 
rican. There is nodoubt that Sayers had the good wishes of nine-tenths of 
the community. There seemed something almost patriotic in its way fora 
man of his light weight to encounter a brawny giant, who describes himself 
as being “half horse, half alligator, and a bit of the snapping turtle,” and 
who, in addition to all these qualities, has proved himself to be as clever and 
formidable a prize fighter as ever entered the ring. We need scarcely enter 
on any recapitulation of the events which led to this match, all of which may 
be summed up in the few words, that Sayers holds ‘‘the belt” as the Cham- 
pion of England, and in virtue of his office, while he retains it, is bound for 
three years to accept all challenges, no matter from whom. This challenge 
accordingly came from America on Heenan’'s part, and, in spite of the immense 
natural advantages of his challenger, Sayers was bound at once to accept it. 
All relating to the day and place tixed for the match was, of course, kept a 
profound secret, as the police, to do them justice, left no means untried to pre- 
vent its taking place. Nevertheless, in spite of all precautions, a special train 
was hired, which started from London Bridge at 4 a.m. yesterday morning. 
The train was one of immense length, containing some thousand persons, all 
of what are called the upper classes, though each person was mufiled up to 
the eyes in shawls and wrappers, so that it was hard to say whether your 
compagnon de voyage was or was not the redoubtable Sayers or Heenan him- 
sélf. Allalong the line police were posted, with mounted patrols at regular 
distances, but the train turned off at Reigate, and after a long run came out in 
the Farnborough station, close to Aldershott. In an instant after, all were out 
in the fields, following the men who with the ropes and stakes led the way 
across what turned out to be a most difficult piece of country. There seemed 
a constant succession of-double hedges and ditches, which were crossed at 
last more or less successfully, urtil a rather narrow stream, or very broad 
muddy ditch (the Blackwater), which divides Surrey from Hampshire, brought 
all toa full stop. A few venturesome spirits essayed to leap this, but their 
success was not such as to encourage others, inasmuch as most contrived to 
light in the very middle of the water, and those who did gain the opposite 
bank had only to jump back for their pains, as the ring was formed on the 
Hampshire side after all. 

The instant the enclosure of ropes and stakes, 24ft square, was formed 
Sayers stepped into it, and was cheered tremendously. Heenan, who followed, 
was greeted in the same manner, and the two men, who there for the first time 
met, warmly shook hands, and then stepped back to take a long and careful 
survey each of the other. There was a toss for corners, which Heenan won, 
and chose that in which he would have the highest ground, and with his back 
to the sun, leaving Sayers the spot where the glare was full in his face. 
Umpires for each man were appointed, and a referee for both, and these pre- 
liminaries over Heenan proceeded to strip to his waist. It seemed impossible 
to restrain a murmur of admiration at the appearance which he then pre- 
sented. In height he is about 6ft 2in, with extraordinary long arms, deep 
chest, and wide and powerful shoulders. His appearance yesterday was truly 
formidable. Exercise and long training had developed the immense muscles 
of his arms and‘shoulders till they appeared like masses of bone beneath the 
thin covering of skin. There seemed not an ounce of superfluous flesh. His 
Tibs showed like those of a greyhound, save where they were crossed by 
powerful thews and sinews, and as he threw up his long sinewy arms and 
inflated his huge chest with the morning air he looked. the most formidable of 
the tribe of gladiators who have ever entered the arena. Every movement 
showed the sinews and muscles working like lithe machinery beneath their 
thin fine covering, and every gesture was made with that natural grace and 
freedom which always seem to belong to the highest development of physical 
power. Sayers looked at him Jong and earnestly, and as one who saw in his 
every Movement a dangerous customer, and he toostripped in turn. The con- 
trast between the men was then still more marked than before. Sayers is only 
about dft Sin ; his chest is not broad, nor are his arms powerful, and it is only 
in the strong muscles of the shoulders that one sees anything to account for his 
tremendous powers of hitting. Sayers, too, looked hard as flint, but his deficiencies 
in regard to his antagonist in height, weight, and strength, and above all, length of 
arm, made it a matter of surprise how he could hope to contest with him at all. 
‘When to these disadvantages are added the superior height of the ground on 
which Heenan stood, and the light of the sun fullin Sayers’s eyes, it will be 
secn how tremendous were the obstacles with which he had to contend. As far 
as training went, however, the utmost had been done for both, and it would not 
be a lost lesson if some of our young volunteers imitated the boxers in these re- 
spects. Their whole system of training may be summed up in two or three 
words—moderation in eating and drinking, exercise, and constant use of the 
sponge bath and rough towels. With these aids any man can train; without 
them he can do nothing. Heenan’s skin yesterday was, as wo have said, fair 
and white as marble—Sayers's as dark as that of a mulatto; and the ‘fancy ” 
leant strongly to the opinion that the former was too delicate, and would bruise 
too much—and this was true. As the men stripped the spectators sat down 
outside the ropes, about 6ft distant,‘in an outer ring, in which were gentlemen 
of all ranks—members of both Houses in plenty. Authors, poets, painters, 
soldiers, and even clergymen were present. ; 

There was a minute's pause after the final shaking hands, when the seconds 
retired and left the antagonists face to face at last. Both instantly put them- 
selves into position—the right hand held close across the body, the left ad- 
vanced at length, and kept moving gently outas if to feel its way. The immense 
difference between the height, weight, strength, and length of arm of the men 
was now more than ever manifest, and the disadvantages under which Sayers 
laboured appeared to many to be too much for him. The sun shone bright and 
full in his face, so as to almost blind him; yet Sayers seemed cool and confl- 
dent, and smiled cosily as he ventured in reach of that tremendous muscular 
arm. Both seemed very cautious. Thefeints were quick and constant, and as 
each avoided the other with more or less agility neither could help laughing. 
At last Sayers caught a slight blow on the mouth, which he returned heavily, 
drawing-first blood from Heenan, amid shouts of congratulation. Both seemed 
still more cautious, and after much sparring and warding off an intended blow 
with the speed of thought, both stopped and looked at each other with hands 
down. After a little rest, they again sparred and closed, when Sayers gave his 
adversary some heavy body blows, and got down easily. 

Each man was instantly attended by his seconds, who carefully sponged his 
body and face, and rinsed out his mouth with a little cold water. Again they 
advanced. Each seemed then to know his antagonist better: the sparring was 
quicker, and the huge muscular arm of Heenan went backwards and forwards 
with immense rapidity. Three times he hit at Sayers, but out of distance, and 
apparently as if to put the Champion off his guard; at last he darted forward 
like lightning, and dealt Sayers a blow in the mouth which sent him reeling. 
Tom, however, as if to show how little he cared for it at once ventured close to 
his huge antagonist—too close as it proved, forthe long arm of Heenan was shot 
out like a dart, and with a heavy blow on his forehead Tom was knocked 
almost into his own corner. There were great cheers at this, and though 
Heenan seemed very pleased, Sayers took it as a matter of course, and went 
back to his corner, apparently unconcerned. Here he was sponged for a 
minute, and returned with a deep red lump across his forehead, and his mouth 
slightly disfigured, though with far less punishment in appearance than could 
have been expected, owing to his skill in jumping back ere the blow reached, 
and thus weakening half its force. He was smiling, and seemed quite at ease 
as he again approached the American in his own corner, who was very careful 

not to leave it, in order to keep Sayers with the glare of the sun in his face. 
This seemed to perplex Sayers much, and he again presented an opening, of 
which the Benicia Boy instantly availed himself, and with one blow dashed 
Sayers to the ground, Again there were tremendous cheers for Heenan, and 
ironical congratulations to the Champion inthe young novice he had met with. 
Those who had backed Sayers seemed rather depressed; the betting 
gradually became even, Heenan being almost as much in favour as the Cham- 
pion. There were loud cries of “Time,” at which Heenan advanced to the 
centre of the ring, and waited for Sayers, retiring as the latter advanced, til] 
the American again had the benefit of the higher ground and the sun in Tom's 
eyes. Sayers now found it was useless attempting out-fighting with a man of 
such enormous strength and length of arm as the American ; he therefore tried 
to dash in and got a slight blow at Heenan, who returned it with a yery heavy 
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one, which sent Tom staggering back, and after some further exchanges, all in 
favour of the powerful young American, Sayers got down. 

Again the men were attended to, and again Sayers came forth, much 
marked and with a heavy cut over his eyebrow, to cope with Heenan in his 
own corner. This time the sparring was so long and cautious, that at last 
both men put down their hands and laughed. Again they began, and after a 
few feints Heenan dashed out his left, and for the fourth time fairly struck 
Sayers to the ground with a very heavy blow. The effect of these repeated 
blows seemed almost greater on the spectators than on Sayers. The latter 
tried to treat them lightly, butaround the ring a very different opinion was 
entertained, and Heenan was backed to win, and was cheered and encouraged 
to the utmost. Both men were duly wiped down, and Sayers’s head and face, 
which were now smeared with blood and heavily bruised and bumped, was 
held close pressed between cold sponges to keep down the contusions, which 
had now altered bis deep sallow hue. 

Shouts now went round the ring that Sayers had virtually already lost, and 
indeed the punishment he had received was so much more severe than that 
bestowed upon his tall, wiry antagonist, who seemed always smiling and 
always fresh, that matters really began to look serious for the Champion, and 
almost to warrant the belief that “the belt was going to Troy.” Apparently 
roused by these shouts to stronger efforts, Sayers came on again, and watching 
his man cautiously, stepped back from a dreadful blow aimed at him, sprang 
in before the American could recover himself,and gave Heenan a terrific smash 
full in the eye, splitting up the cheek and sending his huge antagonist reeling 
like a drunken man back into his corner. The effect of this blow was so tre- 
mendous that even before half a minute had elapsed Heenan could scarcely be 
recognised as the same man, so swollen, disfigured, and blood-stained wero 
his features. There were loud cheers for Sayers, who went up to Heenan’s 
corner and peered into his face with a curious, half-puzzled expression, as if 
he too was astounded by the effects of his own handiwork. Sayers now let no 
time slip, but catching a most formidable blow of Heenan’s on his right arm, 
again dashed in, and gave in return a still worse blow to the American, fol- 
lowing itup with another, which seemed to smash his nose, and almost 
knocked Heenan off his legs in turn, so that he required the most careful 
attention from his seconds to make him fit for the next round. 

The betting now changed again, and if Sayers was not a decided favourite, 
there at least seemed nothing to choose between the two. All the rounds had 
been long and cautiously fought, but the hitting had been dreadful, and both 
men began to show signs of fatigue, and after long sparring, in the seventh 
encounter, both paused, rested, and at last retired to rinse out their mouths, 
which were very bloody, with water. As they came up again Sayers at once 
dashed in and gave another terrific blow to Heenan, which sent the blood pour- 
ing down over his broad chest, and seemed to make his huge form tremble like 
a child's. Heenan paused for a moment and then darted in, but Sayers got 
under his guard, closed, and, after giving him some heavy body blows, both 
fell, Sayers under. 

It had been noticed in the last two rounds that Sayers made not the least 
use of his right hand, with which in all his previous contests he had adminis- 
tered such terrific punishment that a full blow from it may almost be said to 
decide the fate of a battle. The reason of this was now painfully apparent on 
his again stepping into the ring. In stopping one of Heenan’s tremendous 
blows it is supposed that one of the bones of his arm was broken. Certain itis 
that the limb was frightfully swollen, and so powerless that he could only 
manage to support it across his chest. From this time, therefore, Sayers 
fought the rest of the battle with his left hand, only seeking every opportunity 
to ease the evident pain of the injured limb by opening the hand and resting it 
on his chest or ribs. He, however, advanced smiling, as did also Heenan, 
though the features of the latter were so distorted and swollen that it was hard 
to say what he was doing. Sayers, nothwithstanding the loss of his rightarm, 
still pushed in, and gave the American another fearful blow, which sent him 
staggering back to have the blood wiped from his gashed features, while 
Sayers as usual pried in with a curious look to see what mischief he had done. 
The blow, however, though dreadful to look at, seemed to have no effect on the 
strength of the gaunt iron frame of the American, who was quickly out, and 
after some slight sparring again launched forth his powerful arm, and striking 
Sayers on the nose with a blow that was heard all over the meadow, he felled 
him like an ox. This round lasted thirteen minutes, and the men seemed so 
distressed at its close that each had to be carried to his corner. The seconds 
had much to do with sponging their faces and washing over the marks of their 
wounds, though some of Heenan’s seemed too deep to be meddled with in this 
way. Time was loudly called by the umpires, and the American instantly 
rose ; Sayers was much longer coming up, though he seemed almost fresher of 
the two, but not nearly so strong. As soon as Sayers was in reach Heenan 
gave him a heavy blow over the eye, and almost immediately after a still more 
fierce one on the mouth and nose, which now in poor Sayers seemed all 
knocked into one. There was slight sparring and both exchanged hits, all the 
profit of this unpleasant species of barter being on the side of the American. 
Sayers drew back to spit the blood from his mouth, and was laughed at by some 
of Heenan’s supporters. An imprudent ebullition, inasmuch as Sayers seemed 
stung by the taunts of the Americans, and again springing in, gave Heenan a blow 
which Sent him tottering back, following it up with another and another, and 
a fourth tremendous one in the mouth. Heenan seemed staggered by these 
fearful visitations, and reeled like a drunken man, leaving himself so un- 
guarded, that if Sayers had had the use of his right arm the fight would have 

ended there and then. As it was, however, Sayers dared not trust himself in 
the grip of an antagonist so immensely his superior in height, weight, strength, 
and length of arm, and-he could only follow up his advantage by giving 
another heavy blow with his left in the mouth, and a most tremendous smash 
into the American’s ribs, which sounded all over the meadow as if a box had 
been smashed in. In a minute after, however, Heenan came up trying to 
laugh, but only to receive a still worse blow in the face, which covered him 
with blood, and sent Sayers himself reeling back from the force of his own 
blow. There was ashort pause, during which Tom, as usual, scanned curiously 
the dreadful effect of his hitting, and both went at it again, each exchanging 
heavy blows till both were covered with blood—especially the Benicia Boy, 
who in the end rallied and hit out fiercely, knocking Sayers down with an 
awfulsmash. The powerlessness of Sayers’s right arm was more than ever 
manifest in this round, which lasted nearly 20 minutes. He seemed unable even 
to move it from his side, and it was fortunate indeed for him that Heenan him- 
self makes very little use of his right. Both men now seemed much distressed, 
and Heenan presented an awful sight. His face was gashed with apparently 
very deep flesh wounds, and the whole of the right side of his face, eye, nose, 
and mouth was simply one huge blue lump. Sayers, too, was badly punished 
about the mouth, but his face and head, though bloody, swollen, and much 
discoloured, were almost natural when compared with those of his antagonist. 
Both were very slow to the call of time. The Benicia Boy was first out. 
Sayers then came out, and Heenan at once, bringing his gaunt muscular left 
into play, reached over Tom's guard like lightning, and knocked him down 
with a tremendous blow. Again Sayers was out, though weak, and Heenan 
rushed to force the fighting; each hit the other hard, and after a slight strug- 
gle Sayers got down, laughing. Another round followed with much the same 
result as to hitting; but in the close Heenan lifted Sayers from the ground 
with ease and flung him down heavily. Sayers was evidently distressed, and 
had not the least chance in closing with his powerful antagonist. Again there 
was‘a little struggle, and Sayers at last got a heavy blow on Heenan’s left eye, the 
only one with which he could now see, receiving in return a blow in the chest, 
when he managed to get down. Both were very slow in coming up again, and 
Sayers being dodged round as usual, with his face to the sun, seemed dazzled; 
again the terrific long arm of the Benicia Boy came in, and Sayers was 
knocked down and apparently half stunned. He required much care from 
his seconds before he came up again, though when he did s0, it at once seemed 
to revive all his vigour, for he made straight at Heenan and dealt him a blow 
in the face that was heard all over the fleld. His antagonist seemed nothing 
loth to close for all this, and gave Sayers almost as bad a blow in return, till 
they both closed, when Sayers had all the best of it, and, for the first and only 
time, threw Heenan heavily. 

In a minute both, though distressed, were at it again, and Heenan, with a 
fearful blow, knocked Sayers half across the ring. Another round ended, 
after a few exchanges, with the same result, except that Sayers was.even 
harder hit, andscemed quite stunned. 


Strange to say, after these tremendous rounds Sayers still came up fresh, 
and showed not half the awful marks of punishment visible all over Heenan, 
who was now a disgusting object. His left hand was much swollen and puffy, 
and his left eye was fast threatening to close as irremediably as his right had 
done long before. His friends shouted to him from all parts of the ring to go 
in and finish Sayers by closing with him, as the latter could now only use one 
hand; but Heenan in turn was getting cautious, and did not seem to like the 
look of running into Sayers, who, always cool and wary, never now threw a 
chance away. Several rounds were fought after this with success more or less 
varying, each taking and giving heavy blows, and writhing his batteréd face 
into such contortions as might pass for smiles. In all the closes Heenan’s 
immense strength prevailed, and he threw the Champion easily till in both the 
21st and 22nd rounds Sayers was kaocked off his legs. Still he came up gaily, 
though carefully, and generally managed in most of the struggles to give one 
or more of his heaviest blows on Heenan's left eye, which was now almost 
gone like the other. The scene gradually became one of the most intense and 
brutal excitement. There were shouts to Heenan to keep his‘antagonist in the 
sun—to close with him and smash him, as he had only one arm, whilo the 
friends of Sayers called to him to take his time, as the American was fast 
blinding and must give in. The bets were even on both men, and then again 
varied with every round. When Sayers was knocked down almost senseless 
under a tremendous blow, there were cheers from the Americans till the fields 
echoed again, which were retorted by the English whenever their Champion 
sent his huge opponent reeling back from the tremendous blows which were 
always dealt on the eyes. At this time several policemen came upon the 
scene, and did their best to force their way into the ring; but the crowd which 
now amounted to some 3,000, kept them back by rushing on the ropes, shout- 
ing and cheering the combatants to the utmost. During all this the men 
fought on with varying success, the heavy “thuds” upon the face of one or 


the other being clear aboveall the din. Sayers seemed getting weaker each 


time he was knocked off his legs, and Heenan more and more blind. It 
appeared all a chance whether the English Champion would be struck sense- 
less or Heenan remain sightless, and at his mercy. Sayers now tried getting 
away, and leading his opponent round the ring In one cf these runs he got 
a heavy blow on the neck, which enabled his antagonist to overtake him, when 
they closed, and Sayers fell, Heenan striking hima heavy blow on the head 
while on the ground. An appeal of foul play was made, but it was over- 
ruled, as the blow was supposed to be struck in the heat of fighting, and 
Heenan, it was truly said, could scarcely see whether his antagonist was 
up or down. Tho fighting was still very quick, Heenan almost as strong 
as over, and, though apparently much’ distressed, trying to get it over 
before he quite lost his sight. In the 38th round Heenan got Sayers's 
head under his left arm, and, supporting himself by the stake with his right, 
held his opponent bent down, as if he meant to strangle him. Sayers could no 
more free himself than if © mountain was on him, At last he got his leftarm 
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free and gave Heenan two dreadful blows on the face, covering them both wi 
blood, but Heenan, without relaxing his hold, turned henscltracs a ie pale his 
antagonist’s neck over the rope, and then leant on it with all his force. 
Sayers rapidly turned black in the face, and would have been Strangled on the 
spot but that the rules of the ring provide for what would otherwise be fatal 
contingencies, and both the umpires called simultaneously to cut the ropes. 
This was done at once, and both men fell heavily to the ground, Sayers nearly 
half strangled. The police now made a determined effort to interfere, which 
those present seemed equally determined to prevent, and the ropes of the ring 
having been cut the enclosure itself was inundated by a dense crowd, which 
scarcely left the combatants six square feet to fight in. Umpires, referees, 
and all were overwhelmed, and the whole thing became a mere close mob 
round the two men fighting. After this four other rounds were fought, in the 
midst of this dense mass of partisans of either side, who, however, allowed the 
men to fight in the fairest way they could, consistent with their having hardly 
any room to fight at all. This, however, was, on the whole, unfair to Sayers, 
whose only ate now lay in avoiding the tremendous blows of his antago- 
hist, against whom he contended with only one hand, and who, though now as 

lind as a bat, was still possessed of nearly all his immense strength, and, to 
a little man like Sayers, very nearly as formidable as ever. In these rounds 
sometimes Sayers got awful blows upon the head and body, and sometimes he 
managed to give in return his tremendous lunges full in the disfigured face of 
his antagonist. At onetine caps were thrown up, and cheers given for Heenan as 
having won, when he knocked down Sayers, who would spring to his feet, 
and give the American such staggering blows that he in turn was hailed as 
conqueror. At length the police forced their way to where they were fighting, 
in a space not much larger than an ordinary dining-table, and the referee 
ordered them at once to discontinue. To do them justice, both seemed very 
Willing to leave off, and Heenan was so blind that in the last round he could 
not see Sayers, but hit his unsuspecting second a tremendous blow in the face, 
which knocked him head over heels. Both men then left what had been the 
ring, Sayers, though much blown and ‘listressed, walking firmly and coolly 
away, with both his eyes open and clear. Hig right arm, however, was help- 
less, his mouth and nose were dreadfully beaten, and the side of his head and 
forehead much punished. Heenan was almost unrecognisable as a human 
being, ‘so dreadful had been his punishment about the face and neck. Yet he 
Was still as strong on his legs, apparently, as ever, thanks to his perfect train- 
ing, and, after leaving the field of battle, he ran as nimbly as any of the spec- 
tators, and leaped over two small hedges. This, however, was a final effort, 
and he almost instantly after became so utterly blind that he was obliged to be 
led by the hand to the train. 

How the fight would have terminated but for the interference of the police it 
is now literally quite impossible to say or even speculate. At any moment 
Sayers might have got a blow which would have struck him almost senseless ; 
while if Heenan could have closed withhim the Champion’s chance would have 
been, perhaps, a poor one. On the other hand, Sayers was carefully avoiding 
this, and Heenan’s sight was so far gone that in two or three minutes more he 
would have lain at the mercy of a child. As matters now stand. the fight is 
adjourned sine die, and the only impression left is one of astonishment that 
Sayers, with one arm, should have so long contended, with success, with such 
a formidable antagonist, and that Heenan should have borne his terrific 
punishment without his strength or courage to fight giving way.—The Times, 
April 18th. 


GOSSIP. ABOUT THE PUGILISTIC CHAMPIONS OF ENGLAND. 
*FIGG. 


In our last impression we gave a preliminary notice of Figg, the first English 
pugilistic champion; and in our current number we append full particulars of 
his history. Also, in this edition we append a likeness and memoir of Jack 
Broughton, who succeeded him in the championship; and we intend publish- 
ing (and illustrating, wherever possible) the antecedents of all past heroes of 
the ring. Gentleman Jackson, likewise, we gave last week, and his pedigree 
and performances will be found published in the present edition. The others 
will follow in due course. 

It appears that Figg was more distinguished as a fencer and cudgeller than 
as a pugilist; and, notwithstanding the former acquirements gave him a 
decidedly Superior advantage over the other boxers of that day, by his 
thorough acquaintance with time and measure, yet his favourite practicog 
were the sword and stick, and in the use of which he particularly excelled. 

His reputation rapidly increasing as a scientific man in those pursuits, he 
was induced to open an Academy (perhaps better known as Figg’s Amphi- 
theatre) for teaching the use of the small and back sword, cudgelling, and 
pugilism, and which place soon became of considerable notoriety, by proving 
a great attraction to the sporting men at that period in making and settling 
matches in the various bouts that were displayed. 

It was here that the celebrated Captain Godfrey (the Barclay of that time) 
displayed his uncommon skill and elegance in those manly sports with the 
most hardy and determined competitors, contending for the palm of victory ; 
and often was: the captain witnessed by royal and noble personages, who, it 
should seem, became supporters of a science tending to inure the people to 
bravery and intrepidity. 

To Captain Godfrey, in his ‘‘ Treatise upon the Useful Science of Defence” (now 
extremely scarce), published in 1747, we are, in some degree, indebted for an 
account of the characters of the Fancy within histime; which work was dedi- 
cated to his Royal Highness the Duke of Cumberland, and was so well received 
by the public that it immediately went through two large editions. 

The captain thus speaks of Figg:—“*I have purchased my knowledge with 
many a broken head, and bruises in every part of me. I chose to go mostly 
to Figg, and exercise with him, partly as I knew him to be the ablest master, 
and partly as he was of a rugged temper, and would spare no man, high or 
low, who took upa stick against him. I bore his rough treatment with deter- 
mined patience, and followed him so long that Figg, at last finding he could 
nothave the beating of me at so cheap arate as usual, did not show such 
fondness formy company. This is well known by gentlemen of distinguished 
rank, who used to be pleased in setting us together.” 

Figg’s academy was ‘now in high estimation, and the encouragement he 
received from plenty of scholars and numerous visitors upon all occasions, 
made him a man of no little importance among the heroes of the fist, stick, or 
sword; and he turned out some excellent pupils in all the various branches of 
the art of self-defence. ; 

It was about this period that the whole boxing hemisphere was up in arnis, 
occasioned by the insolent threats of the English laurels being torn from their 
native soil and transplanted to a foreign land! It was.a Venetian gondolier 
that threw down the glove, boasting, at the same time, that he would break 
the jaw-bone of any opponent who might have the temerity to fight him. The 
Venetian was a man of prodigious strength, possessing an arm not only very 
large and muscular, but surprisingly long, and had proved a complete terror to 
his own countrymen by the number of jaw-bones which he had sent to the 
surgeons to be set of those persons who had possessed hardihood enough to 
oppose him. His fame ran before him, and his impetuosity was described to 
be irresistible. The Venetian was considered a good subject for Winning, and 
a foreigner of distinction and several of his countrymen backed him for a 
large sum ; but John Bull was not thus to be bounced out of his pluck or his 
money, and, in this situation of affairs, Figg was applied to for a customer to 
serve him ont, if such a one could be found! ‘ Found,” exclaimed Figg, 
laughing heartily, “aye, my masters, plenty; but I don’t know, d'ye see, ag 


how that 'ere’s truth about his breaking so many of his countrymen's jaw- > 


bones with his fist; howsomdever, that’s no matter, he can’t break Bob 
Whitaker's jaw-bone, if he had a sledge-hammer in his hand. And if Bob 
must knock under, why, before this here outlandish waterman shall rule the 
roast, I'll give him a Fig to chaw, which, perhaps, he'll find some trouble in 
swallowing!"’ After this luminous display upon the matter, the match wag 
made, and the day appointed for the combat to take place at Figg'’s amphi- 
theatre. a 

It may be necessary to say something here about the qualifications of Boh 
Whitaker, who was selected to punish this Venetian for his vain-boasting that 
he would take the shine out of Englishmen! Bob was an awkward boxer, and 
an athletic man, but possessed true bottom, and was celebrated for his throw- 
ing, and contriving to pitch his weighty body on his fallen antagonist. 

Among the milling coves the day was looked for with uncommon anxiety 
that was to decide this mighty contest— 


‘* When Greek meets Greek, then's the tug of war.” 


The important moment at length arrived, and, according to all report, it was 


by far the most splendid company and the politest house of the kind that was 
ever seen at Figg’s Amphitheatre. 


The stage was ordered to be cleared, when an awfyl silence prevailed in t 
anxiety manifested for ae set-to. The Venetian mounted with smiles of po 
fidence, and ha eevee i welcome by loud plaudits from his countrymen and 
partisans, ant and hi y Segan to strip; his giant-like arm claimed universal 
astonishmen’ t hia he ar in general struck terror; and even Captain Godfrey 
observes. ‘tk Were eart yearned for his countryman!” Bob appeared, cool 
and steady, a it ey ees afterwards, and was cheered with hnzzas. He 
eyed the ort Rich, with firmness, and, quite undismayed, threw off his clothes 
in an pen nee en the attack commenced. The Venetian pitched himsolf 
forward Wl This right leg, and his arm full extended, and, before Whitaker 
was pests : is design, he received a blow on the side of the head, so power- 
ful oye Ss Whit i to capsize him over the stage, which was remarkable for its 
heig nt itaker’s fall was desperate indeed, as he dashed completely 
pleas le A isert which circumstance would not have taken place but 
for we andeur of the audience, whose prices for admission were so high on 

= t y a to exclude the common people, who generally sat on the ground, 
7 ; Ee a line round the stage. It was then all clear, and Bob had nothing 

0 Blop Dim but the bottom. The bets ran high, and the foreigners vociferated 
loudly, indeed, in behalf of the Venetian, and flattered themselves that Bob would 
scarcely be able to come again from the desperate blow and fall that he had 
received, and sported their cash freely in laying the odds thick against him: 
but Bob was not to be told off so soon, and jumped upon the stage, like a game 
cock, to renew the attack. Sparring now was all at end, and Whitaker found 
out that something must be done to render the Venetian’s long arm useless, or 
he must lose the fight; so, without further ceremony, he made a little stoop, 
ran boldly in beyond the heavy mallet, and, with one ‘English peg” in the 
stomach (quite a new thing to foreigners) brought him on his breech. Tho 
tables were then turned, the sporting men laughing heartily, and the foreigners 
a little chopfalien. The Venetian showed symptoms of uneasiness, was quite 
sick, and, his wind being touched, he was scarcely to his time. Bob now 
punished him in fine style, drove the Venetian all over the stage, and soon 
gave him a leveller. Tho odds shifted fast in favour of Whitaker, and the 
foreigners displayed some terribly long faces. The gondolier was completely 
puzzled, and in the course of a few rounds the conceit was so taken out of him 
that he lost all guard of his person, and was compelled to give in, to the ne 


Small chagrin of the foreigners, who were properly cleaned out upon this occa 
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sion; but the Venetian had the mortification to. retire in disgrace after his 
vain-boasting, and with a good milling; or, as Captain Godfrey concludes, 
“the blow in the stomach carried too much of the English rudeness for him 
to bear, and, finding himself so unmannerly used, he scorned to have any 
more doings with his slovenly fist.” 

Figg was so enraptured with the elegance of the audience, and not wishing 
to let so good an opportunity slip, instantly mounted the stage and addressed 
the spectators, nearly to the following purport :—“ Gentlemen, perhaps as 
how you may think that I have picked out the best man in London to beat this 
here foreigner, but if you will come this day se’nnight, I'll produce a man that 
shall beat Bob Whitaker, by fair hitting, in ten minutes.” It had the desired 
effect, by the company proving as great and as fine as the week before, and 
who came to see whether Figg was not trifling with them, it being considered 
@ difficult task to beat such a bottom man as Whitaker in so short a space of 
time. On the day appointed, the amphitheatre, as before, was crowded at an 
early hour, and poor Whitaker's laurels were doomed to be but of short 
duration. 'Nat Peartree was the man looked out to deprive him of his 
honours, and who was considered a most admirable boxer, and had he not lost 
a finger in a desperate conflict, it was supposed that Peartree was a match for 
any of the pugilists. He was famous for fighting at the face, and putting in 
his blows with great strength, yet felt doubtful in being able to beat Whitaker 
by force, as the latter had proved himself, upon many occasions, 2 most 
enormous glutton, and, therefore, cunningly determined to fight at his eyes. 
The event proved Peartree’s judgment to be correct, for, in about six minutes 
he had directed his arms so well that Whitaker was shut out from daylight, by 
both his eyes being closed up. ae 


JACK BROUGHTON. or, 

Tuts hero of the fist, who was the first to draw up any rules for the conduct 
of prize battles—rules which appear very scanty when compared with the rules 
of the present day—proved himself a much better master of the science than 
any of his predecessors. He is represented as having been always endeavour- 
ing to improve his knowledge, in order to give blows with more ease to him- 
self, and to ward off the powerful attacks of his adversaries ; while others of 
the fraternity were too generally spending their time at ale-houses, and 
similar places of public resort. He generally exhibited something new in 
every performance, and, contrary to most other boxers of that, and indeed of 
the present day, did not depend upon any particular blow. The eye of 
Broughton was most lively and acute, and his arm keeping pace with that 
valuable assistant, protected him from the most destructive blows. His guard 
was so complete that his frame appeared as well secured as if ina fence. Un- 
common strength and bottom often fell before him, and his expertness in the 
cross-buttock was very great. His performances appear in ‘‘ Boxiana ” as 
follows :—“ Pipes and Gretting—the former of whom held the rank of Champion 
against all comers for years—were as nothing in the hands of Broughton, who 
gave them several chances to recover their lost laurels, which, however, 
always ended in their defeat, and tended to increase his fame. George Taylor 
Was an easy conquest. George Stevenson, the coachman, stood up for forty 
minutes in heroic style. Broughton made this match when very unwell, and 
agreed to fight without any preparation. Here his true bottom was proved. 
After a desperate conflict of thirty-five minutes, the coachman, thinking he had 
his man safe, closed, when Broughton succeeded in putting such a lock on hini, 
that he could not extricate himself. Broughton held him thus, and rested his 
head upon his back for four minutes, when, having recovered his wind, he 
loosened his hold, and, on setting to again, he put in such a severe facer as 
tompletely staggered the coachman, and rendered him incapable of renewing 
the battle. Stevenson was a very quick but not effective hitter. He had a 
daring spirit, but not strength to enable him to contend with success against 
Buch an opponent as Broughton. Jack James, who also ranked high as a 
dashing boxer, was compelled to succumb to him. Broughton held the title of 
Champion for 18 years, but at length had to surrender up his laurels to one 
(Slack) who was almost destitute of science, but who, nevertheless, by an ac- 
cidental blow, succeeded in wresting from him his high position. The affair 
with Slack arose out of a dispute at Hounslow races, where Broughton horse-~ 
whipped the butcher, who immediately challenged him to fight. The challenge 
was accepted, but Broughton seems to have held his opponent too cheap, and 
neglected his training. He was already of a plethoric habit, and had grown 
Considerably into flesh; this, of course, rendered his frame much softer than 
before, and his skin more apt to swell. The consequence of this fatal confl- 

ence was his downfall and ruin. The battle took place on Tuesday, April 10, 
1750, at Broughton’s amphitheatre. At first, Broughton’s superiority in science 
was so evident that 10 to 1 was betted on him; Slack, however, was not 
daunted, and shaking off the effect of His antagonist’s blows, made a sudden 
and unexpected jump, and, putting in a desperate hit between Broughton’s 
eyes, closed them up at once. Broughton now appeared stupid, and attention 
Was attracted to the strange way in which he seemed to feel for his man— 
no one, apparently, perceiving that he was blind. The Duke of Cumberland, 
his patron, inquired what was the matter, when Broughton replied, ‘I can’t 
see my man, your Highness; Iam blind, but not beat; only let me be placed 
before my antagonist, and he shall not gain the day yet.’ Slack, however, 
followed up his singular advantage, and gained the victory in fourteen minutes. 
The Duke of Cumberland lost several thousand pounds on this battle. Not- 
withstanding this victory, according to the opinion of the best judges, Slack 
was in every respect inferior as a pugilist, to Broughton; and the victory was 
Owing entirely to accident and want of condition on the part of Broughton. 
Slack had only very shortly before been beaten easily by George Taylor, who 
Was a mere chopping-block to Broughton. It proved Broughton’s complete 
Overthrow. The Duke of Cumberland, heretofore his stanch supporter, 
declared he had been sold, and nothing could ever persuade him to the con- 
trary. He turned his back upon Broughton, who from that time never fought 
again, and became entirely ruined.” 


GENTLEMAN JACKSON, THE PUGILIST. 


Towanps the close of the last century stepped forward a man of his time in 
the P.R., and a new era dawned upon the proceedings of the roped arena, when 
it was found by the royal and aristocratic patrons of pugilism at that day that 
they could consort with something of Antinous mould and feeling in comparison 
to the fourteen impulsive and rough-hewn champions who ran through their 
career from 1719 to 1795, for the delectation of the men of might, whosavoured 
of matters pugilistique in that age. Mr. John Jackson, whose portrait we 
appended in our last impression, was distinguished for a polished and manly 
demeanour, which gained him the expressive title of ‘Gentleman Jackson ;” 
and ample records have come down to us that he fully deserved the compliment 
which the sporting public then so gladly and willingly paid him. He only made 
three appearances in the P.R.—his lastbeing that with Dan Mendoza in 1795, but 


his tremendousstrength and extraordinary scientificacquirements were such that 


None of the aspirants of the day appeared at all anxious to question his right 
to the Championship, and he was left in peaceable enjoyment of the title 
until he retired, and allowed his mantle to descend upon Jem Belcher. 
Mr. Jackson, who died in October, 1845, at the advanced age of seventy-seven, 
Was, for many years after his retirement from public life, in the enjoyment of 
the friendship and esteem of many of the highest in the land, and he possessed 
an income which enabled him to live in the greatest comfort, and to render 
im independent in every sense of the word. In height he was about 5ft 1ldin, 
and his weight was 14st, almost the whole of which was good, substantial muscle 
and sinew. His limbs were elegantly proportioned, and his arm, for athletic 
beauty and development, was not to be surpassed. Much of his strength, 
which was at one time truly gigantic, he retained even in his old age, anda 
grip from his hand, if he chose to exert himself, was no trifling squeeze only a 
Year before his death. Of his battles with Fewterell and George Ingleston, 
the brewer, which took place before he became Champion, but little we find to 
be recorded by any recognised authority. Fewterell was a man of uncommon 
bulk and strength, and the winner of twenty battles; he proved a mere play- 
thing in his hands, whilst in the battle with Ingleston itis confidently affirmed 
that Mr. Jackson, at the very onset, had a fall on the stage, owing to the 
Slippery nature of the boards, which dislocated his ancle, and broke the small 
bone of his leg. He offered to be fastened down to a chair, if Ingleston would 
do the same, and fight it out, but the latter wisely declined risking the loss of 
& victory already wichin his grasp, and he was declared the winner in four 
rounds. The only mill of which we have space to allude to was that in which 
Mr. Jackson defeated the renowned Dan Mendoza for 200 guineas a side, 
April 15, 1795. Mendoza was seconded by Harry Lee and Symonds; and 
Mr. Jackson was waited on by Tom Johnson and Bill Wood. The betting, 
notwithstanding the youth and strength of Jackson, was in favour of the Jew, 
whose renown was so great that he was thought to be invincible. The fight 
lasted ten anda half minutes, nine rounds, when Dan was severely defeated, 
and Mr. Jackson jumped from the stage a conqueror, with great activity. 
Mendoza appears to have taken no step to retrieve his laurels until November, 
1809, when he inserted a challenge in the Daily Advertiser, which was answered 
by Mr. Jackson, who said that although he had intended to retire entirely from 
the ring he had no objection to give Mr. Mendoza another meeting when and 
where he pleased, provided he would promise to fight, and not give information 
to the beaks beforehand, as to the whereakouts. This produced no battle, as 
Mendoza, doubtless, thought better of his hasty challenge, and of this public 
rebuff. Shortly after this Mr. Jackson announced his retirement altogether 
from the ring, and confined himself exclusively to giving instructions in the art 
of self-defence at his rooms in Bond-street, which for many years were the 
resort of all the nobility and gentry who loved the national sports of their 
country, and wished to lend their countenance and support to every exhibition 
which tended to uphold the practice of fair play. On the list of subscribers to, 
and attendants at, Jackson's room were to be found the names of many who 
either were at the time, or afterwards became famous in the annals of the 
country, either as statesmen, warriors, or literary men of the highest merit, 
In the cause of charity Mr. Jackson was always foremost, and often got up 
benefits at the Fives Court, the proceeds of which were devoted to the relief 
of misery in various shapes. Among other causes for which he procured 
benefits was one to aid a subscription for the suffering Portuguese, whose 
towns were destroyed by the French. This realised the sum of £114; and 
another, for the British prisoners in France, produced £132 6s. The pugilists 
of those days volunteered most freely to set-to for such laudable purposes, and 
laid aside all feelings Of personal pique, in order that the exhibitions might be 
as attractive as possible. Mr. Jackson was also one of the pages at the 
coronation of George the Fourth. His remains were interred in the Brompton 
Cemetery, and are covered by a handsome mausoleum, Which was executed by 
Mr. Timothy Butler, of the New-road, ata cost of £400, a sum most readily 
Bubecribed among the old friends and admirers of this renowned pugilist,

GRICKET. 


CRICKETANA IN ‘‘LONDON SOCIETY.’* 
NO. L—THE TWO “ALL ENGLAND” ELEVENS. 

A CLEAR proof of the progress cricket is making is evinced in the 
eagerness with which the public press report matches past and to 
come, and chronicle every incident connected with the game. This 
recognition and patronage has now extended itself to the maga- 
zines, many of which now boast a cricket editor, and devote 
considerable space to the various phases of the sport. One of the 
latest instances of this is evinced in “ London Society ” for August, 
Wherein appears the first instalment of a series of articles on cricket 
and cricketers, by the author of “The Cricket Field.” In his first 
article he treats particularly of the two All England Elevens, and notes 
the peculiarities of their members with a brilliancy of description and 
a truthfulness it is impossible to excel. The author of “ Cricketana” 
is evidently a practical cricketer, and an enthusiastic admirer of the 
game. He knows every complexion it can. possibly assume: he has 
a quick eye to detect imperfections, and a ready and honest mode of 
dealing with them very pleasant to contemplate. From his pleasant 
store of gleaning we will select a few for the perusal of the readers of 
the ILtusTRATED Sporrine News, feeling convinced they will be as 
delighted with them as we have been. 
mation for amateurs concerning bowling :— 


“The manager of a match ought to discern the moment the batsman 
has sight of the fall, plays well in time, in a commanding way, and 
understands it. ‘Sixteen runs made by any two players,’ Mr. Aislaby 
used to say, ‘ require a change of bowling.’ “Every time a batsman en- 
counters a new bowler his hitting is comparatively suspended: it is like 
beginning a new innings; and while making his observations anew, his 
hitting as well as his defence are weaker than before. When Rowbotham 
and Thewlis were in together, both playing well and confidently, it was 
quite evident that they knew all about it; still, no one thought of a 
change, and but for a tine piece of stumping by Lockyer, every other 
ball from the same bowlers would have been a ball too much. 

“In so advising, we care not one straw how good the bowling may be 
in the abstract; the question is, ‘Is that bowling being played or being 
‘“muffed?”’ Ifthe batsman shows full command as knowing all about 
it, then change the bowling, though you change for the worse. Alter 
the time, and then, if need be, put the same men on again; a rest will 
dono harm ; though, ‘consider the weather,’ said Hillyer, ‘and take 
care you let me not grow cold and stiff. ” 

_ The following opinion of what really constitutes legitimate bowling 
is worth reading :— 

“As to Willsher’s bowling, we affirm that it is a throw for more rea- 
sons than one. First, his hand is high, no man’s higher; still he may 
say, ‘ Others break the law, and you must no-ball too many if for hand 
over elbow you no-ball me.’ But, secondly, the action is that of throw- 
ing, not at all like bowling. Tor of throwing there are two sorts: the 
one by the lash out of the arm and sudden lock of the elbow; the other 
a straight-armed throw, or heave over and downward, when the thrower 
makes the left foot the pivot and the fulcrum of his power. Bear this in 
mind, umpires, and then look at Willsher! 

“Ww e did hear the observation that Carpenter might have made more 
‘drives’ to the long field. However, we excuse him for the bumpy 
ground, and the more so because, in one of his attempts to drive, the 
ball rose abruptly, and was almost too much for him. 

‘The question of legitimate bowling is practically one, not for the 
umpires as servants or dependents on Lord’s or the Oval, but'for the 
gentlemen of those clubs themselves. ‘The thing is allowed,’ said Cal- 
decourt to us; ‘the gentlemen are pleased and happy, so what does it 
matter tome? I once put my head into a hornets’ nest by no-balling 
according to my conscience. There was an attempt on the part -of 
certain gentlemen to support me; still, I was not the happier for it, I 
can assure you.’ ” 


A description of Hayward and Carpenter’s peculiarities is distin- 
guished by enthusiastic but honest admiration :— 


‘“‘But as we were speaking of Carpenter, his play is a study for any 
one. He combines great natural quickness, an excellent hand and eye, 
with a most cautious system of play. Cautious, we say, but not 
tediously cautious. He has plenty of hit in him, and has none of the 
stiff, abstracted habit so common with safe players, and which really 
makes their play anything but play, and more like a grave and serious 
operation. In other words, Carpenter is worth looking at. He and 
Hayward are two players whom every spectator feels delighted to find 
just about to go to the wicket. 

“One reason that both Carpenter and Hayward are interesting players 
is, that they both stand up like men; they play high—not grubbing 
about the block-hole, but with full use of all their limbs. No man ever 
was more indifferent to a shooter, however fast, than Carpenter. In 
1860 he scored one hundred (wanting but three) runs against All Eng- 
land at Lord’s, and stopped shooters by dozens. He did the same on 
Monday, the 9th June, to the admiration of all, though, by the rain and 
the dinner, he had four interruptions, like four innings to begin again. 

‘“‘Secondly, Carpenter is a player who seems to remember that ‘ bat- 
tles are won with legs as well as arms.’ No man is better upon his legs. 
He moves readily and confidently, so as to command the ball. He is 
not a man to be tied to his ground, though a very unlikely man to be 
stumped out. For a good player only leaves his ground for such balls 
as he could command, though less easily, at home. We hold it to be a 
golden rule, ‘Walk in or draw in, if you please, but never run in,’ 
because the hop-step-and-jump action plainly implies that the pitch 
was too short, and that that ball had better be played at home. 

“Thirdly, Carpenter never plays beyond his reach, or by guess; 
always by sight, and denying himself in every hit not certainly within 
his power to command. In this respect he contrasts most favourably 
with Caffyn. Caflyn, in this very match, hit twice by guess in a short 
innings of about ten balls. He deserved to be out the first time, and he 
was out the second. We have even seen Hayward hit a ball square 
to the leg out of the middle stump, and cut rather by anticipation of 
the rise than by the ball itself; but not so Carpenter; he puts nothing 
within the power of fortune, and strikingly exemplifies the truth, that 
if a player will only avoid all the chances that he has no occasion to 
give, the bowler will be a long time hitting the very few Openings that 
will then remain.” S 


The following touches on world-famed names, and is also interest- 
ing as proving that physical defects may be easily triumphed over :— 

“ As to age, weight, or height, we have had no slight variety in the 
All England Elevens. George Parr was not deemed too young for an 
Ali England man at eighteen years of age, nor Clarke and Lilly white 
when past fifty. Mr. Mynn was not too big for an All England man 
at twenty stone, nor Mr. Mackinson at less than half that weight. 
One of the gentlemen sent up to represent Cambridge at Tennis did 
not weigh above eight stone; and he and ‘ Brother ‘Tom,’ of the same 
weight, could ill be spared from any Eleven in the West of England. 
Old Lillywhite looked about as unlikely a man for a cricketer as you 
could pick out of a crowd—about five feet high and very little over, 
and about the shape and proportions of a ninepin. Now, we have 
never had any doubt but that Lillywhite owed his success as a 
bowler to the shortness of his stature. But for the fact that what was 
delivered high for Lilly was low for anybody else, we suspect he never 
would have been allowed to bowl in quite as killing a way as he 
wished to do. For Certain invidious people would pretend that they 
had taken the level of Lilly’s hat the other side of a wall, and seeing 
nothing of Lilly’s self, they could yet catch sight of Lilly’s hand every 
ball he bowled” * That is very likely,’ said Caldecourt, ‘ but for all that 
Lilly can bowl low; but it is when the umpire is not particular that 
Lilly bowls a hundred times better than any man ever did bowl. 
When Lilly met with a country umpire who thought, because it was 
Lillywhite, ‘whatever is is right,’ it was cruel to see how Lilly would 
Spin among the knuckles and rattle among the stumps. 

“We believe that Lilly’s bowling aud Lilly’s throwing, nature had 
been so kind as to make remarkally ake. To Lillywhite it was 
quite natural to use nis arm in the round-arm-bowlng style. His 
throw in ticlding was very like bis bowling. Some said the same na- 
tural facility was true ot Redsate—a habit he denved trom the use of 
the shuttle as a weaver; Lut, be that a3 1l may, 1t was chiefly because 
Lilly was a very short man that bis high bowling so often went un- 
questioned. E : 

‘But Lilly could also bat—-that is, when he liked it. For ‘when all 
the bowling was done, and his side in ditticulties, Lilly,’ said Mr. C. 
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Here is a capital bit of infor- 
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Taylor, ‘has often surprised us with the stand he could make for the 
benefit of the score.’ 

“But nothing can convey so 
cricket is a game suited to all 


clear and vivid an impression that 
sorts and sizes of men than the well 
known picture of the All England Eleven, where Mynn looks as if he 
could put Wisden in his pocket, and where the impression with the 
uninitiated is quite unavoidable, that if one-half of the men are in 
their right place, the other half must be a bad choice indeed. 

“As to age, it must never be forgotten that William Clarke, the 
matchless slow bowler, was turned of fifty before he was ever known as 
a first-rate man. : 

‘One word about Clarke and the old-fashioned underhand bowling. 

«Clarke's was the old underhand bowling, and nothing else, Clarke 
told us that he learnt more from the celebrated Lambert, of Lord 
Frederick’s day, than from any other man. Lambert was a bowler to 
Clarke’s fancy. Of Warsop, a famous Nottingham bowler of the same 
date, Clarke spoke quite as highly. So Clarke was nothing more or 
less than a good specimen of the old underhand bowling come up again. 

“ We are well aware men are unwilling to admit this, They talk of 
Clarke's ‘slows,’ and now ‘slows’ is the name for almost all underhand 
bowling—for Tinley’s or Mr. Vincent Walker’s, which will run down 
to the pavilion, if Longstop misses it, all the same. 

“But slow or not, Clarke used to exult in sending men back after 
their gloves; and, as he once said to us, ‘it wants a eertain pace to 
make a really good ball.’” 

We think we have now given sufficient extracts from this admirable 
paper to place fairly before our readers the qualities of the author as 
an exponent and critic of the game of cricket. We Shall await the 
further instalments of “Cricketana” with anticipations of renewed
